REMARKS 

T ie title was considered not descriptive and has been amended. 

Claims 1-9, 14 and 29-35 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103 as being 
unpatentable over Gilbertson in view of Sheridan- Claims 1-12, 14-17 and 27-35 have 
been canceled and new claims 36-43 have been added. Claims 36-43 are patentable over 
Gilbertso i in view of Sheridan. 

C laim 36 recites an air jet flow no less than 18,000 linear feet per minute. The 
Examine* rejected claim 10, containing a similar feature, as being unpatentable over 
Gilbertso: i in view of Sheridan and Tomaro. Tomaro fails to teach an air stream having a

velocity ao less than 1 8 3 000 linear feet per minute. Although Tomaro discloses ipm, 
Tomaro iails to disclose factors that affect airstream velocity such as fan size, vane 
configurition, etc. Simply because a fan rotates at 19,000 rptn does not mean that it 
inherent] y provides an airstream having a velocity no less than 18,000 linear feet per 
minute. Ihus, the combination of Gilbertson in view of Sheridan and Tomaro fails to 
teach the features of claim 36. 

C laims 37-43 recite several features not found in the prior art of record.
